The Keafons, Gentlemen, for fufpeéting - the Pri- 
foner were chicfly taken from the many Imprecations 
and malicious Expreflions he had been heard to utter 
both againft the Owner and Occupier of the Bagn ; 
thefe, together with the known Character of the 
Man, that he would ftick’ at no Villainy to gratify 
his Revenge, were thought fufficient for taking him 
before a Magiftratc, in o}der to pafs Examination ; 
and for the better difcovery of Truth, and the readicr 
coming at Evidence, Mr. Pottenger ordered she 
Prifonerto be brought before him at Engleticld the 
adjoining Parish to Bradfiel , where, tho’ he denied 
that he ever threatened to up or even with Mr. 
Thompfon, he own'd, that whtn he firit heard of 
the Fire, he faid'he was forry for Mr. Han‘on's Lofs, 
outif Mr. Thompfon had bezn burnr in the Middle 
of the Barn, it had been no matter.

It muft be obferved, Gentlemen, that this Barn 
ranged along one Side of-a common Road, and an 
the oppofite‘Side there was a Coppice, known by the 
Name of Hog Coppice, tire’ which there wasa kind 
of unfrequented Path, leading the neaseft Way to 
the back Part of the Prifoner’s Houie: Here one 
Thomas Haines fufpeéting that the Perfon who com- 
mitted the Fatt would retire for fhelter, refolved to 
examine the Coppice, and the next Morning after 
the Fire be, together with one William Wicks, 
difcovered the Footfteps of.one Man only, which 
appeared plain and freth, as if they had been made 
the Night before; Thefe .Footficps, Gentlemen, the 
two.

This, Gentlemen, is a convincing Circumftance, 
that the Prifoner was the very Man. whe fer the Barn 
on Fire ; bur as there is now nomeed of circumfah- 


tial Proots to perfuade you that he is guilty, 1 do but 


barely mention thefe Things, to add Weight to the 
Tefimony of rhe Witsefs, who faw the Prifoner ac 
the Bar tet Fire to the Bann, between the Hours of 
Nine and Ten o’Ciock, and that tao.ip three Places ; 
one Place, when he firft difcovered is, was as large 
as the Fire for fwealipg a Hog ; another © g 
lef; and the third Place he faw the firft fparkling 
of it, together with the Head and Shoulders of the 
Prifoner. Nd fooner was this horrid, this dreadful 
Scene of Ruin and Devaftation put in AGion, but 
the Witnefs perceived the Author of it take to 
the Coppice ; this fo furprized him, that he run as 
f.ft as he could round che Coppice, and when he 
came to the further Corner of it, he heard, as he 
calld ir, a Rouft, fo he quatred down, and prefensly 
out rufhed the Prifener at the Bar, who uncxpeétedly 
fecing the Witnefs, came direétly up, and faid to 
him, By God [ have done it, that I have, damn me, 
(meaning, fer che Barn on Fire) and it you dilcover 
me, I°il murder ycu, bur if you will keep it (ecret, 
I'l give you a Pair of Sho:s. 

Here,Gentlemen, is a plain and ample Di‘Covery 
of the whole Villainy. The Man faw hin fet the 
Barn on Fire, perceived him go into the Coppice, 
where the Prints of his Shoes were afterwards found 
and compared ; and then beheld him rufh out of the 
Coppice, and heard him ackuowledge the very Crime 
with which he 1s now charged. 

Now, Gentlemen, after all this, is it not amazing 
to fee a Perfon fo notorioufly guilty of an Offence 
fo heinous:in the Sight.of (God, and fo injurious to 
his Neighbour, behave, before a Tribunalot Juftice, 
info impudent, fo audacious a Manncr; for my own 
Part, Gentlemen, I am really fhock’d to behold a 
Man fo ahandon’d, fo loft to all Senfe of Shame and 
Remorfe, as nat to appear ferious at a Time when his 
Lif: ts in Danger ot being forfziced for the Crimes 
he has committed againft the Liws of God, and the 
Lawsoft his Country. It is fo far from being an Ar- 
gument of Innocence, that ic is fcarce poflible co 
conceive thar any Man could be fo unconcerned. on 
fo folemmn an Ovcalion, who wasno grown defperate 
by reficcting on the Iniquity of nis former Tranf- 
attions: Innocence is always accompanied with mo- 
dstty, efpecially where it is accuféd of Crimes of a 
dargétous and de.tructive Nature, and when a Perfon 
is Scpagely accufed, there is generally fomething 
fo affeéting in his Deportment, that we cannot help 
being moved with Compaflion for him, if the Malice 
of his Enemies prevail azainf him: But here, Gen- 
tlemen, you fee before you an Obj ct of a very diffe- 
rent Nature, a Man loaded with the Guilt of a rot 
dreadful Offence, glorying in his Impiety, and fly- 
ing, as it were, ifthe Face of Jaflice ; bur I truft 
his Lordfhip, will take upon him to admonifh the 

‘Prifoner to behave with more Decency. 

I have one thing more, Gentlemen, to lay before 
you, which, if the Prifoner was really guilty of ir, 
(and if Lam rightly informed, he certainly was) it is 
fuch an Aggravation of his Crimes, as could not have 
been exceeded ; what I mean, is an Attempt he mide, 
while he was in Gaol, to fubo;n falfe Evidenc?é to 
obtain his Liberty and ¢fCape the Juftice of the Law : 
The Cafe was thus, One Mrs. Day having fome 
Affairs co fettle with che Prifoner, went to the Gaol 
to make an end of ic.

Now, Gentlemen, when a Man, by a long Habie 
of Vice and Immorality, becomes at laft fo defperatel y 
wicked as to fer Houfes and Barnson Fire, and to 
deftroy the whole Subfance ot his Neighbours, to 
the utter Ruin of chemfelves and Families ; I fay, if 
a ‘Man is capable of carrying his Malice to fuch a 
Length as this, and after all, fhall. endeavour to 
fcreen his Villainy by fuborning Witnefles, and 
cerrupting Jutftice, believe it will readily be 
granted, that it is high time fuch a Man fhould be 
cut off from the Socicty of hioncft Men. _ 

Ic will appear, Gentlemen, by the Evidence we 
_are juft going to lay before ye, that the Prifoner at
